Distress of the Richmond Prisoners. 

An officer of the New York 79th, a prisoner 
at Richmond, makes a touching appeal to the 
North, and to the Government. Since the 
date ef the letter (November i7th) published 
in the New York Herald of the 20th instant, 
something has been done In the direction of 
supplying these wants. How entirely the 
clothing thus sent has found its way to our | 
prisoners ia unknown.

MISSOURI RAILROAD DESTROYED 
FROM WASHINGTON. 


[Special Dispatch to the Chicago Tribune.} 
Wasniveron, December 21, 1961. 
There are a number of leading financiers 
here, from New York, considering the suspen- 
sion of specie payments by the banks. It has 
been determined that while it is desirable to 
prevent a flow of specie abroad, the Govern- 
ment can do or advise nothing that looks like 
a retaliatory measure towards England. If 
the suspension shall happen, which is not un- 
re it will be the banks’ own doing. 
The horizon toward Great Britain is not 
more clouded than last night. No official com- 
munication has been made by Lord Lyons. It 
is understood that he has arrived at a tacit un- 
derstanding with Secretary Seward, in their 
confidential informal interview, that, in view 
of the gravity of the crisis, no diplomatic cor- 
respondence should be entered into for severa. 
days; 80 that both could calmly consider this 
question. Lord Lyons’s conduct has been 
cautious, and those who have the best oppor- 
tunity of knowing, next to President Lincoln 
aud Secretary Seward, (who are remarkably 
reticent,) say that no ultinlatum, and no im- 
perative demand will be p..sented ; nothing, 
in short, that will not admit of correspondence 
for three months, and finally of a recourse to 
arbitration. The latest article of Lord Palmer- 
ston's (London) Jost looks the same way, and 
speaks of France and Russia as mediators. 
Further accounts of the action near Drains- 
ville inereage the brilliancy of our victory. 
Sixty bodies of the enemy's Killed have been 
found on the fleld, and ten wounded, and eight 
unwounded prisoners taken, with a large quan- 
tity of arms, ammunition, and clothing. The 
rebel loss is estimated at one bundred and fifty 
killed and wounded, and it is believed that 
Col. Tom Taylor of Frankfort, of the ist Ken 
tucky rebel regiment, is among the former. 
The rebel force was composed of the Ist and 
Tith Kentucky, and 10th Alabama regi- 
ments; a regiment of cavalry, and a bat- 
tery of six guns, all commanded by Col. 
John H. Forney of the loch Alabama We 
had five Pennsylvania regiments and four 
guns. Our precise loss is unknown, but the 
highest estimate is 2 killed and wounded. 
The engagement was brought on by Gen. Mc- 
Call, who sent Gen. Ord’s brigade to attack a 
force, discovered near Louisville by a seont- 
ing party on a previous day. Two other 
brigades were posted at a distance as réserves. 
They took no part in the action. Gen, Ord 


was fired upon by the rebels from a piece of 


woods. Gen. McCall, soon arriving, took 
commend, and after an hour's fight 
the rebels precipitately fled toward Fairfax. 
At nine o'clock our force reached camp, 
bringing, besides the spoils of battle, fifty 
wagon loads of forage. The prisoners are III. 
clothed, and say that the whole rebel army is 
suflering and discontented for want of cloth- 
ing and food. 

Senator Chandler was serenaded last night by 
the band of the Michigan regiment. In answer 
to the call, he said the difficulties with England 
would be amicably adjusted, but we would 
not yield to her arrogant demands. France 
would not go to war with us, for we supplied 
her with bread. Louis Napoleon was not insane 
enough for that. There was no room on this 
continent for two Republies, or a Republic 
and a Monarchy; and the only way to insure 
peace with England was to have a grand ad- 
wance of the army to-morrow, and by July 
the war would be over.

The rebel loss 
in men and horses was increased by the burst- 
ing of a caisson, ia the vicinity of which 
bodies mangled were found. Gen. 
Stewart is now known to have been in com- 
mand, and is believed to have been killed. He 
owns a magnificent house in the vicinity of 
Drainsville, and is noted for daring and cruelty. 
The rebels were ambushed to attack our men. 
They advanced along the road; but they did 
not fall into the rebel trap, but took up 
a strong position on a hill commanding the 
rebels. Nineteen of Kane’s Rifles held a large 
brick house in the village, on which shot and 
shell tained. The rest of the regiment formed in 
line of battle and charged bayonets, when the 
rebels attempted to flank, but oar men drove 
them back. The column then advanced 
through thick undergrowth, but found no liv- 
ing foes. Some Harper's Ferry and Spring- 
field rifles were found on the field, and many 
shot guns. Some of the knapsacks bore the 
letters U. 8.—doubtless captured at Bull Run 
—and were filled with rations, short-cake, 
hard bisenit and boiled beef. Their dead were 
left on the field. 

McClellan speaks of the bravery and devo- 
tion of our troops in the highest terms. 
When the fire from the woods was very heavy, 
not all of them obeyed orders to lie on their 
faces in the cleared ground, but they stood 
nunecessarily exposed, and were thus wound- 
ed. Col. Kane’s woundis severe, the ball 
passing through his cheek, breaking a tooth, 
and was stopped byabone. He bandaged it 
instantly, and resumed his place.
